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TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OE  THE 
HEALTH  COMMITTEE 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of 
West  Lancashire. 

The  health  of  the  Rural  District  has  remained  good  throughout  the 
year.  There  were  673  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  of  which 
608  were  cases  of  measles  when  the  expected  biennial  outbreak  occurred 
towards  the  end  of  the  year. 

There  were  34  cases  of  dysentery  of  which  17  were  due  to  a  small 
outbreak  confined  to  a  Hospital  in  the  north  of  the  District. 

The  birth  rate  at  18.7  per  1,000  population  was  slightly  lower  than 
the  figure  of  19.6  for  1961. 

The  death  rate  was  13.1  per  1,000  population  compared  with  12.8 
in  1961. 

The  Infantile  death  rate  however,  remained  low  at  15.5  per  1,000 
live  births. 

The  widespread  availability  of  mains  v/ater  supply  in  West  Lancashire 
is  very  remarkable  for  a  Rural  District.  Now,  only  31  houses  out  of 
a  total  of  18,900  have  not  got  a  main  supply,  while  nine  out  of  the 
twenty  Parishes  have  100%  of  their  houses  on  the  mains. 

Meanwhile,  the  population  of  the  District  continues  to  increase,  the 
mid- 1962  estimate  being  58,400,  nearly  2,000  higher  than  last  year. 

The  staff  of  Public  Health  Inspectors  maintained  their  high  standard 
of  work  during  the  year.  They  made  3,595  inspections,  during  which 
369  nuisances  were  found  and  323  abated. 

Finally,  I  would  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  their  interest  and  support  during  the  year,  and  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  staff  for  their  ready  help  and  co-operation  at  all  times.

NOTES  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS 

Births 

There  were  1,160  births  recorded  during  the  year,  of  which  612  were 
male  and  548  female  ;  and  including  23  illegitimate  births  10  male  and 
13  female.  The  crude  birth  rate  was  19.9  per  1,000  population.  The 
adjusted  birth  rate  per  1,000  population  (comparability  factor  0.94) 
was  18.7  compared  with  19.6  in  1961.  The  birth  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  was  18.0. 

Still  Births 

The  number  of  still  births  during  1962  was  21,  of  which  9  were  male 
and  12  female.  This  is  equivalent  to  a  rate  of  17.8  per  1,000  live  and  still 
births.  None  of  these  births  were  illegitimate. 
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Deaths 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  during  1962  was  606,  an  in¬ 
crease  of  4 1  over  the  previous  year. 

The  crude  death  rate  was  10.4  per  1,000  population.  The  adjusted 
death  rate  (comparability  factor  1.26)  was  13.1  per  1,000  population, 
compared  with  12.8  in  1961.  The  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
was  11.9. 

Maternal  Mortality 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  there  were  no  deaths  connected  with  child¬ 
birth,  the  Maternal  Mortality  rate  per  1,000  births  (live  and  still) 
was  Nil. 

Infant  Mortality 

There  were  18  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  giving  an  In¬ 
fant  Mortality  rate  of  15.5  per  1,000  live  births,  a  increase  on  the  figure 
for  1961  which  was  15.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  21.4.

HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION 

There  are  no  General  Hospitals  in  the  District,  but  patients  are 
accommodated  in  the  Ormskirk  &  District  General  Hospital,  which 
has  a  Maternity  Block,  or  in  the  hospitals  of  the  adjacent  towns 
of  Liverpool,  Southport  and  Preston. 

All  infectious  disease  cases  are  admitted  where  necessary  to  the 
Fazakerley  Isolation  Hospital,  Liverpool,  or  to  the  New  Hall  Isol¬ 
ation  Hospital,  Scarisbrick. 


AMBULANCE 

Ambulance  Services  are  provided  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council 
from  Stations  at  Burscough,  Crosby,  Formby  and  MaghulL  In 
general,  an  ambulance  can  reach  any  part  of  the  Rural  District  within 
15  minutes.

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  AND 

OTHER  DISEASES 

SCARLET  FEVER 

Nine  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  during  the  year.  It  was 
not  found  necessary  to  remove  any  of  them  to  hospital.  The  general 
policy  is  to  remove  to  hospital  such  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  as  are  living 
under  overcrowded  conditions,  or  in  such  circumstances  that  they 
become  conveyors  of  infection  through  inefficient  isolation.

DIPHTHERIA 

It  is  satisfactory  to  be  able  to  report  that  no  cases  of  Diphtheria 
occurred  in  the  Rural  District  during  the  year.  There  is  no  doubt 
that  this  is  due  to  the  energetic  policy  of  Immunisation  which  has  been 
carried  out  over  the  last  ten  years. 

Central  Clinics  are  held  at  certain  of  the  schools  in  the  Rural  District 
where  children  from  the  neighbouring  schools  attend  for  immunisation 
treatment,  together  with  pre-school  children  from  the  surrounding 
districts.  In  addition,  m.onihly  clinics  are  held  at  the  Clinic,  Hants 
Lane,  Ormskirk,  Aintree  Clinic,  Banks  Clinic,  Lydiate  Clinic,  Maghull 
Clinic,  Melling  Clinic,  Scarisbrick  Clinic  and  Tarleton  Clinic.

Main  Supplies 

Regular  samples  of  all  mains  water  supplies  are  taken  by  the  Water 
Authorities  throughout  the  year  to  ensure  the  purity  of  the  supply. 
All  these  samsples  during  1962  showed  a  pure  and  wholesome  water  for 
human  consumption. 

All  the  supplies  are  adequate  in  quantity  and  there  is  no  evidence  of 
liability  to  plumbo-solvency  in  any  of  the  waters. 

1962  —SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

There  are  thirteen  sewage  disposal  works  throughout  the  rural 
district  serving  parts  of  and  in  some  cases  practically  the  whole  of 
eighteen  of  the  twenty  parishes. 

In  the  Kew  area  of  Scarisbrick  the  dw'ellings  adjoining  the  Southport 
boundary  are  sewered  and  drained  into  the  County  Borough.  Negoti¬ 
ations  are  proceeding  with  the  Above  Authority  for  the  reception  of 
domestic  sewage  from  dwellings  in  the  parish  of  Halsall  wTich  adjoin 
the  County  Borough  boundary. 

The  Council  have  given  approval  for  a  comprehensive  scheme  of 
sewering  and  sewage  disposal  to  be  prepared  which  will  serve  practically 
all  the  hamlets  throughout  the  district.  This  work  involves  fifteen 
separate  schem.es  and  preparatory  work  on  several  of  them  has  reached 
an  advanced  stage.  It  is  confidently  hoped  that  some  of  them  will  be 
commenced  during  1963.

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Section  F 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

1.  Food  Hygiene 

The  work  of  bringing  all  food  premises  to  the  desired  and  prescribed 
standard  has  almost  been  achieved,  but  the  task  of  educating  the  food 
handler  will  be  a  longer  and  greater  problem,  and  it  is  only  when  this 
is  overcome  that  food  hygiene  will  be  really  effective.  Posters  and 
propaganda  in  the  Press  and  Television  on  the  importance  of  clean 
food  will  eventually  have  its  effect  on  the  food  handler  and  the  public. 

It  must  be  noted,  however,  that  the  majority  of  traders  and  prop¬ 
rietors  of  the  various  types  of  food  business  readily  co-operate  with  the 
local  authority,  and  in  most  cases  conduct  their  trade  so  that  no  action 
is  necessary. 

New  shopping  centres  continue  to  be  built  in  conjunction  with  the 
new  housing  estates,  and  these  shops  structurally  are  of  a  very  high 
standard. 

The  two  slaughterhouses  were  closed  at  the  end  of  1961,  the  owners 
having  failed  to  carry  out  the  necessary  improvements  on  the  appointed 
day,  as  required  by  the  local  authority. 

A  nev/  private  slaughterhouse  was  proposed  in  one  of  the  northern 
parishes,  but  approval  v^^as  refused  under  Town  Planning  and  upheld 
on  appeal  after  a  Ministry  enquiry. 

Five  new  school  kitchens  and  one  large  industrial  canteen  were 
erected  during  the  year,  replacing  old  and  unsuitable  premises. 

The  district  contains  many  agricultural  premises  where  the  plucking 
and  dressing  of  poultry  is  carried  on,  and  several  farms  where  vegetables 
are  washed  and  bagged  for  the  market. 

Seventy-eight  premises  used  for  boiling  and  peeling  shrimps  have 
been  registered  with  the  local  authority,  all  the  premises  complying 
with  food  hygiene  standards. 

Thirty-three  samples  of  shellfish  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  all  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Bye-laws  under  Section  15,  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  are  in  oper¬ 
ation  for  securing  observance  of  sanitary  and  cleanly  conditions  and 
practices  in  the  connection  with  the  handling,  wrapping  and  delivery 
of  food  sold. 

All  known  hawkers  vehicles  and  premises  are  registered  under  the 
Lancashire  County  Council  (General  Powers)  Act,  1951.  Efforts  are 
constantly  being  made  to  inspect  all  hawkers  vehicles  and  premises  but 
supervision  is  difficult  because  of  the  many  unsatisfactory  mobiles 
which  are  hard  to  locate.  This  type  of  trading  has  many  itinerant 
traders  who  are  constantly  changing  from  one  area  to  another  or  from 
one  mode  of  eiuployment  to  another. 

One  thousand  one  hundred  and  eight  inspections  were  carried  out 
of  food  premises  during  the  year.

A  further  slight  reduction  in  the  number  of  applications  for  cert¬ 
ificates  of  disrepair  was  noted  during  the  year.  There  has,  however, 
been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  applications  for  certificates  as  to  the 
remedying  of  defects  specified  in  a  landlords  undertaking  to  remedy 
repairs,  li  would  appear  that  owners  or  agents  residing  far  from  the 
district  are  using  the  services  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  to  check 
on  the  work  carried  out  by  their  contractors,  and  are  willing  to  pay  the 
necessary  fee  for  such  an  inspection. 

Maintenance  work  on  the  larger  housing  estates  is  being  continued 
without  any  intervention  of  the  Local  Authority. 
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CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956 


Regular  inspections  of  furnace  installations  in  industrial  establish¬ 
ments  are  carried  out,  together  with  observations  of  smoke  emissions 
from  the  chimneys. 

Several  applications  for  Certificates  of  Approval  have  been  granted 
where  new  boilers  have  been  installed. 

In  the  large  horticultural  areas,  the  owners  of  greenhouses  have  been 
persuaded  to  utilise  smokeless  fuels  for  soil  sterilisation  and  heating, 
with  the  result  that  the  dense  black  smoke  which  hung  over  the  areas 
has  now  disappeared. 


THE  PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 

The  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949,  states  that  all  Local 
Authorities  must  take  measure  to  secure  as  far  as  practicable  that  their 
area  is  kept  free  from  rats  and  mice,  and  to  enforce  the  duties  of  owners 
and  occupiers  under  this  provision. 

To  achieve  this  aim  the  Council  employ  one  full-time  rodent  operative. 
Owners  or  occupiers  of  business  premises  or  agricultural  land  are 
required  to  reimburse  the  Local  Authority  for  expenditure  incurred, 
but  infestations  at  private  dwellings  are  treated  free  of  cost.  The 
farming  community  appear  to  be  carrying  out  the  work  themselves, 
especially  as  Warfarin  is  so  easily  obtained. 

Two  treatments  of  the  sewers  annually  are  carried  out  by  the  Sur¬ 
veyors  Department  with  very  good  results. 

Development  of  agricultural  land  as  new  housing  estates  has  caused  a 
disturbance  of  the  pests  from  their  custom.ary  habitats  in  the  banks  of 
the  many  open  ditches  and  have  resulted  in  minor  infestations  being 
found  in  premises  under  construction,  and  in  newly  occupied  dwelling 
houses.  Other  minor  infestations  have  been  discovered  on  lands  ad¬ 
joining  premdses,  particularly  gardens  where  food  is  often  supplied 
quite  unintentionally  by  bird  lovers.
